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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Committees  of  the  County  Borough  of  Rochdale 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  welfare  conditions  in  the  County  Borough  of  Rochdale  and  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Welfare  Services  Departments  for  the  year  196  . 

My  first  comment  is  on  the  change  of  incumbent  in  the  post  of  Chief 
Officer  in  both  Departments.  Dr.  Innes  retired  on  the  10th  April  and  I  a^umed 
the  joint  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Director  of  Welfare 
Services  on  the  22nd  April.  Many  tributes  have  been  pa.d  elsewhere  t0  , 
Innes  whose  tenure  of  office  spanned  a  whole  generation,  and  all  that  I  wash 
to  say  here  is  that  my  experience  over  the  last  twelve  months,  both  within  the 
Departments  and  outside,  confirms  that  they  were  fully  deserved. 

1963  could,  I  think,  with  some  justification,  be  termed  the  ‘Year  ot  Reports 
for  at  the  second  meeting  of  the  Welfare  Services  Committee  which  I  attended 
I  was  instructed  to  produce  four  Reports,  in  detail  and  at  length  and 1  ™ ^ 
four  months,  on  the  provision  of  new  welfare  services  in  the  town.  In  addition, 

I  had  to  collaborate  with  other  Chief  Officers  in  the  production  of  a  fifth 
Details  of  these  Reports  will  be  found  in  the  section  dealing  with’ Weffiare ^Services 
Further  by  Resolution  of  the  Establishment  Committee  on  the  28th  August 
had  to  review  the  establishment  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  Departments, 
and  report  to  that  Committee  on  the  20th  September,  on  how  to  effect  a  4  -  5  /. 
reduction  in  the  salaries  and  wages  bill. 

On  the  9th  October,  in  company  with  the  Mayor  and  other  Members  and  I 
Chief  Officers  of  the  Corporation,  I  appeared  before  the  Boundaries  Commission 
in  London,  to  give  evidence  in  support  of  Rochdale’s  case  for  an  extension  of  her 
boundaries  under  the  South  East  Lancashire  Special  Review  of  the  boundaries 
of  Local  Authorities  in  the  Manchester  conurbation.  The  preparatory  work 
for  this  hearing  involved  a  great  deal  of  research  and  reading. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of  86,300 
shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  figure  for  1962  and  further  confirms  that  the 
downward  trend  over  the  last  few  years  has  been  halted. 

The  number  of  live  births,  1,565,  giving  a  birth  rate  of 
of  the  estimated  population,  was  slightly  down  on  the  figure  of  1,608  with  a  rate 
of  18.7  per  thousand  for  1962,  but  was,  nevertheless,  well  up  on  the  average  fo 

the  last  ten  years. 
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The  total  number  of  deaths,  1,262,  with  a  rate  of  14.6  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population,  shows  an  insignificant  decrease  of  ten  compared  with  1962. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  18  per  thousand  live  births  was  the  second 
lowest  on  record  and  compares  very  favourably  with  the  average  rate  of  26  for 
the  last  ten  years. 

The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  the  Department 
was  seriously  handicapped  throughout  the  year  by  the  impossibility  of  recruiting 
trained  Health  Visitors  to  the  staff. 

The  unsatisfactory  situation  regarding  Tuberculosis,  to  which  I  drew 
attention  in  1962,  has  deteriorated  further,  with  a  total  of  57  new  cases  compared 
with  40  in  1962  and  25  in  1961.  Of  the  new  cases,  17  occurred  in  immigrants 
from  Pakistan,  compared  with  five  in  1962  and  two  in  1961.  No.  6  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  visited  Rochdale  during  December,  when  a  total  of  5,474 
persons  were  X-rayed  and  from  whom  five  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
were  discovered. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Section  of  the  Department  continued  to  be 
handicapped  by  shortage  of  staff  during  the  early  part  the  of  year,  but  as  a  result 
of  certain  up-gradings  and  added  inducements  the  establishment  was  brought 
up  to  full  strength  before  the  year  end. 

Despite  staffing  difficulties  an  increased  amount  of  work  was  performed  by 
this  Section,  notably  in  the  preparation  of  representations  in  respect  of  the 
Smallbridge  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  Clearance  Areas,  which  together  comprise 
211  properties,  including  184  dwellinghouses. 

The  Brimrod  and  Springfield  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  October  and  the  Council  made  the  Castleton  and  Meadway  Smoke 
Control  Order  also  in  October.  This  latter  Order  was  originally  intended  to  come 
into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1964,  but  owing  to  fuel  difficulties,  it  is 
known  at  the  time  of  writing  that  the  operative  date  will  be  considerably  later 
than  this.  Survey  work  on  the  next  stage  of  the  Smoke  Control  programme, 
comprising  the  Buersil  and  Kingsway  districts,  was  commenced  before  the  end 
of  1963. 

Unfortunately,  the  work  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  had  to  be  halted 
temporarily  in  September,  owing  to  the  departure  of  Dr.  A.  Gage,  Consultant 
Child  Psychiatrist,  to  another  appointment.  In  December  a  successor,  Dr. 
J.  F.  Dunn,  was  appointed  to  take  up  duty  in  April,  1964. 

The  Voluntary  Special  Care  Unit  for  severely  mentally  subnormal  children 
was  opened  in  Lea  Hall  on  the  30th  September,  catering  for  20  children  daily. 
It  is  filling  a  long  felt  need  in  the  field  of  mental  health  and  is,  I  am  sure,  much 
appreciated  by  the  parents  of  the  children  who  attend. 
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A  Home  Safety  Committee  under  the  aegis  of  the  Health  Committee  was 
formed  in  July  and  thereafter  held  regular  bi-monthly  meetings. 

The  good  work  of  the  Welfare  Services  Department  for  the  benefit  of  aged 
and  handicapped  persons  continued  throughout  the  year  on  s.rmlar  lutes  to 
what  has  been  done  before,  but  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  considerable 
expansion  of  the  services  provided  by  this  Department  during  the  next  year  or 

two. 

The  'Ten  Year  Development  Plan  for  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services' 
was  revised  in  December  and  forwarded  to  the  Minister  of  Healthy  Three  new 
projects  were  incorporated,  a  Hostel  for  Mentally  Disordered  Persons ,  a 
Combined  Social  and  Occupational  Centre  for  the  Aged  and  PhyS'cally  Handi¬ 
capped,  and  an  Ambulance  Station .  Atthe  end  of  the  year  work  had  notstarted 

onthe  Junior  and  Adult  Training  Centre  at  lngs  Lane,  but  it  was  hoped  that 
work  would  start  before  the  end  of  the  current  financial  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  staff  of  both  Depart¬ 
ments  for  the  excellent  and  loyal  work  carried  out  by  them  throughou  the  yean 
I  should  also  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  interest  and 
sunnorl  extended  towards  me  and  the  staffs  of  the  two  Departments  by  the 
Chairmen  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  Welfare  Services 

Committee.

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  as  at  mid-year  1963  is 
86  300  This  compares  with  the  1962  mid-year  estimate  of  86,130  and  the  1961 
Census  figure  of  85,785.  During  the  year  there  was  a  decrease  m  births  and  a 
slight  decrease  in  deaths,  giving  a  decreased  margin  of  births  over  deaths  of  303 
persons  as  compared  with  336  in  1962. 


Live  Births 

The  live  births,  1,565,  gave  a  rate  equal  to  18.1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  figure  for  the  previous  year  was  18.7.  For  the  ten  years 
1953/1962  the  average  birth  rate  was  15.9  per  1,000. 


The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  was  again  greater  than  ^oprevl^s 
figure,  157  this  year  as  compared  with  130  last  year,  representing  .  o  o  e 
total  births.  In  the  last  five  years  the  figure  has  varied  between  8 . 8  /0  and  5 . 8  /0. 


It  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  this  high  level  of  births  is  maintained,  as  l  is 
against  all  the  forecasts  of  population  trends  made  in  the  years  following  the 
War,  when  the  probability  of  a  decreasing  population  was  widely  prophesied. 


Still-Births 

There  were  38  still-births  recorded  as  against  31  in  1962  and  32  in  1961 
The  average  for  the  preceding  five  years  was  37  still-births. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  28  deaths  registered  under  one  year  of  age,  equal  to  a  mortality 
rate  of  17.89  per  1,000  live  births  registered,  compared  with  35  deaths  and  a 

mortality  rate  of  22.0  in  1962.

next  to  the  lowest  on  record  for  this  area.  The  record  low 
1955  with  21  deaths,  giving  an  infant  death  rate  of  17.0. 


I  should  like  to  emphasise  that  with  a  small  population  such  as  ours,  con¬ 
siderable  swings  in  infant  mortality  rates  are  liable  to  occur  from  year  to  year 
in  the  normal  course  of  events.  As  will  be  seen  in  Table  I  Appendix  (Page 
the  recorded  rate  doubled  between  1955  and  1957  from  17  to  3  .

The  percentage  of  premature  births  under  41bs.  6ozs.  has  risen  from  29°/ 
ot  the  total  live  premature  births  in  1962  to  32.3%  in  1963. 

The  survival  rate  of  the  premature  births  at  84%  shows  a  decrease  from  the 


As  might  be  expected  and  as  has  been  found  in  previous  years,  the  chance 
of  survival  is  less  in  those  under  31bs.  4ozs.  at  birth.  Amongst  these  tiny  infants 
the  chances  of  permanent  physical  or  mental  handicap  arising  in  the  survivors  are 
considerably  greater  than  in  those  with  higher  birth  weights. 
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The  following  Table  sets  out  Rochdale's  experience  during  the  last  ten 
years  in  respect  to  perinatal  mortality,  which  represents  the  total  loss  of  mfant 
life  before  birth,  during  birth  and  during  the  first  week  of  life.

The  deaths  registered  number  1,262,  which  is  a  decrease  of  10  on  the  figure 
of  last  year,  1,272.  This  total  is  made  up  of  635  male  and  627  ema  e  ea 

The  general  tendency  for  male  deaths  to  exceed  female  deaths  continues 
in  age  groups  up  to  75.  From  this  point  the  larger  female  survtval  group  shows 

the  heavier  death  rate. 

The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  14.6  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population,  as  compared  with  14.8  in  1962  and  an  average  of  14.7  durtng 
ten  years  1953-1962.

Table  1  Appendix  (Page  86)  shows  comparative  mortality  rates  and  birth 
rates  during  the  past  ten  years  while  Table  II  Appendix  (Page  87)  shows  the 
age  and  sex  distribution,  and  the  causes  of  deaths  in  1963. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  is  the  highest  since  1958  and 
of  these  the  Respiratory  deaths  (8)  are  the  highest  since  1960.  It  will  be  noted 
that  all  the  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  middle  aged  or 
elderly  persons,  which  is  contrary  to  the  experience  earlier  in  the  century  when 
this  disease  caused  much  death  amongst  young  people. 

Of  these  eight  Respiratory  deaths,  a  scrutiny  of  the  certified  causes  of  death 
reveals  that  five  were  due  to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  as  a  single  cause  and  in  the 
three  remaining  cases  other  major  disorders  were  certified  as  contributory  causes 
ot  death.  In  such  cases  it  is  often  almost  impossible  to  determine  with  absolute 
accuracy  which  factor  actually  caused  the  death. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  tremendous  change  which  has  taken  place 
in  the  expectation  of  life  during  the  last  fifty  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  no 
really  significant  percentage  of  deaths  now  occurs  below  the  age  of  45  years.

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MORBIDITY 


The  Department  continues  to  receive  from  the  Manager  of  the  Local 
Office  of  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  a  weekly  return  of  the  figures  of 
new  claims  to  sickness  benefit.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  form  of  the 
records  which  are  still  unanalysed  and  cover  an  area  which  includes  the 
postal  districts  of  Whitworth  and  Milnrow,  as  well  as  Rochdale  itself. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Rochdale  Employment  Exchange  for 
information  regarding  the  state  of  unemployment  in  Rochdale  and  the  adjoining 
districts  of  Wardle,  Whitworth  and  Milnrow. 


The  average  number  of  unemployed  persons  on  the  register  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1963  was  as  follows— Men  894,  Women  172,  making  a 

total  of  1,066.  The  corresponding  figures  in  1962  were— Men  619  Women 
155,  totalling  774. 


The  recession  reported  last  year  continued  in  1963,  but  an  improvement 
in  the  local  position  was  evident  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

1  am  also  informed  that  in  the  middle  of  1963  there  were  approximately 
50,051  insured  persons  (30,577  Men,  19,474  Women)  in  employment  in  the  area. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Administration  and  Co-ordination 

General  administration  within  the  Department  continues  on  the  lines  set 
out  in  previous  Reports. 

A  good  working  standard  of  co-ordination  exists  between  the  Hea  th 

Services  in  the  town.  §  There  is  a  considerable  cross-representation  in  Committee 

membership  as  between  the  Local  Health  Authority,  the  Hospital  Authority 
and  the  Executive  Council.  In  some  ways  more  important,  there  is  close  worki  g 
between  the  Officers  of  the  various  Statutory  Bodies  and  a  growing  un 
standing  of  the  part  which  each  has  to  play  and  the  problems  with  which  they 
are  faced  There  is  also  a  very  high  degree  of  co-operation  and  co-ordination 
between  the  various  Chief  Officials  and  Departments  of  the  Corporation.

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HOME  NURSING 


This  Service  continues  to  be  run  on  an  agency  basis  by  the  Rochdale 
District  Nursing  Association. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  is  represented  by  three  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  Association’s  Committee. 
Two  members  of  the  Association’s  Committee  attend  the  Domiciliary  Services 
Sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee. 

The  staff  of  the  Home  consists  of  the  Superintendent,  two  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendents,  eight  trained  female  District  Nurses,  one  trained  male  District 
Nurse,  three  female  State  Registered  Nurses,  one  female  State  Enrolled  Nurse 
four  part-time  Nurses  and  one  male  Student  Nurse. 

J?uring  the  y^r  83,589  visits  were  paid  to  3,219  patients,  compared  with 
79,765  visits  to  2,901  patients  in  1962.  Of  these,  2,496  were  new  patients,  most 
of  whom  were  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  but  some  were  sent  by  hospitals 
clinics  and  the  Public  Health  Department.

The  Superintendent  of  the  District  Nurses  informs  me  that  two-thirds  of 
the  visits  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  to  immigrants  from  Pakistan. 

Of  the  total  visits  1,514  were  paid  to  182  children  under  five  years  of  age. 

These  figures  show  an  increase  in  new  patients  and  an  increase  in  the  total 
nursed  during  the  year,  whilst  the  number  of  visits  paid  to  all  patients  also  shows 

an  increase  on  those  of  1962. 

No  fewer  than  1,604  of  the  patients  dealt  with  were  referred  only  for  the 
nurposc  of  receiving  various  forms  of  injections.  Thts  servtce  by  itself  makes 
a  significant  contribution  to  keeping  individuals  ambulant  or  even  working. 
1,  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that  1.427  of  the  same  total  were  patients  ove  the 
age  of  65  and  they  absorbed  66,996  visits  during  the  year,  or  80  0  of  the  tota 

visits. 

Late  evening  visits  for  the  purpose  of  sedation  have  been  introduced  during 
the  last  few  years  and  882  such  visits  were  paid  during  1963. 

The  Laundry  Service  continues  to  play  a  very  important  part  in  this  essential 

work  of  domiciliary  nursing  and  from  figures  given  m  the  W 

Prevention  Care  and  After-care,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  demand  is  steadily 
increasing  with  so  many  incontinent  patients  now  being  dealt  with  in  their  ow 

homes. 
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In  addition,  incontinence  pads,  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
are  now  supplied  for  the  use  of  patients. 

.  ,®°'i  ll?ese  provisions  are  made  use  of  to  a  very  great  extent  in  the  nursing 
of  the  elderly.  They  are  very  much  appreciated  and  are  certainly  advantageous 
from  the  nursing  point  of  view.  6 

The  Association  has,  through  the  Chairman  and  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  had  representation  on  the  North  Western  Federation  for  the  Queen's 
Institute  ol  District  Nursing.  This  representation,  together  with  attendances 
of  the  Superintendent  at  Refresher  Courses  and  Conferences,  keeps  the  service 
up-to-date  with  all  modern  advances. 

During  the  year  nine  candidates  completed  their  training  at  the  Nurses’ 
Home. 

HOSPITALS 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  G.  R.  Eastwood,  Group  Secretary  to  the  Rochdale 
and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee,  for  the  following  comments:— 

The  seven  hospitals  and  two  clinic  premises  of  the  Rochdale  and  District 
Hospital  Management  Committee  provide  1,118  in-patient  beds  and  out-patient 
c  mics  in  most  specialties.  Casualty  services  are  centred  at  Rochdale  Infirmary. 

urses  are  trained  in  the  School  of  Nursing  for  State  Registration  and  State 
Enrolment,  and  m.dwives  for  both  parts  of  the  State  Certificate.  The  Group 
also  has  Training  Schools  for  Radiographers  and  Almoners. 

T.he, "  w-  0at'patient  Department  at  Rochdale  Infirmary  was  officially 
opened  by  Miss  Grace  Fields,  O.B.E.,  on  the  29th  October,  1963  and  is  now 
providing  a  variety  of  out-patient  services.  Since  then  work  has  proceeded  on 
the  conversion  of  the  old  Out-patient  Department  for  use  as  a  temporary 
Accident  Department,  which  will  be  opened  in  May,  1964,  and  will  be  used  until 
a  permanent  Accident  Department  materialises  in  a  few  years’  time. 

At  Birch  Hill  Hospital  it  is  hoped  shortly  to  provide  a  second  Operating 
theatre,  a  new  Pharmacy  and  an  extension  to  the  Maternity  Department  for 
ante-natal  patients  and  premature  babies. 

Lake  View  Hospital  was  closed  on  the  31st  July,  1963  and  the  future  use 
of  the  premises  is  in  some  doubt  at  the  moment.

MATERNITY  HOMES

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  fleet  comprised  five  ambulances,  one  sitting 
case  car  and  six  dual  purpose  vehicles.  The  personnel  consisted  of  one 
Ambulance  Officer,  four  Shift  Leaders,  25  Drivers  and  two  female  Telephonists, 
an  increase  of  two  Drivers. 

The  Staffing  and  Ambulance  Sub-committee  considered  matters  concerning 
the  staffing  and  operation  of  the  Service.  The  new  Dennis  Ambulance,  referred 
to  in  last  year's  Report,  was  brought  into  service  in  July,  but  the  Dennis 
Ambulance  for  which  it  was  intended  as  a  replacement,  having  been  in  use  since 
August  1957,  was  given  an  engine  and  body  overhaul  to  retain  it  in  service  for 
a  further  two  or  three  years.  An  additional  Driver  was  appointed  in  order  that 
the  extra  vehicle  could  be  manned. 

A  diesel  fuel  tank  was  installed  in  April  and  this  removes  the  necessity  for 
ambulances  to  proceed  to  Mellor  Street  Depot  for  re-fuelling.  This  is  a 
considerable  time-saving  factor. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  staffing  of  the  various  shifts  and  an  additional 
man  appointed  in  order  to  increase  the  night  cover  to  provide  effective  staffing 

of  two  ambulances. 

Sirens  are  now  in  process  of  being  fitted  to  all  ambulances,  in  accordance 
with  the  Motor  Vehicles  (Construction  and  Use)  Amendment  Regulations,  1962.

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During  1963  there  was  an  overall  increase  of  1,966  in  the  number  of  patients 
removed  to  and  from  Hospital,  Clinics,  Day  Hospital,  etc.,  whereas  there  was  a 
decrease  of  427  other  persons,  giving  the  net  increase  of  persons  carried  of  1,539. 
There  was  a  total  increase  in  the  mileage  covered  of  6,040. 

It  is  again  apparent  that  a  ceiling  has  not  been  reached  and  the  extension  of 
Hospital  Services,  which  continues,  will  place  further  demands  upon  the  Service. 
The  Day  Hospital  Service  has  been  maintained.  The  number  of  patients 
conveyed  to  Manchester  hospitals  and  other  destinations  outside  the  Borough 
has  decreased  during  the  year.  There  were  1,007  such  patients  conveyed 
13,479  miles  as  against  1,013  patients  conveyed  14,284  miles  in  1962. 

The  average  number  of  miles  per  patient  admitted  to  and  discharged  from 
hospitals  was  4.35  and  for  patients  to  and  from  Day  Hospitals,  Out-patient 
Clinics,  Junior  Training  Centre,  etc.,  1.78  miles  per  patient. 

Use  has  been  made  of  rail  transport  where  possible.  The  total  number  of 
persons  removed  in  this  manner  was  71  at  a  cost  of  £31  15s.  IOd.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  mileage  saved  was  2,348.

During  the  year  a  team  entered  for  the  National  Ambulance  Competition 
and  competed  in  the  eliminating  regional  contest  held  at  Washington  Hall, 
Chorley  in  June.  The  Rochdale  team  was  unsuccessful  in  reaching  the  final 
this  year.  There  were  27  Drivers  entered  for  the  National  Safe  Driving 
Competition  and  20  qualified.  Those  Drivers  who  failed  to  qualify  because  of 
absence  through  sickness  received  exemption. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Throughout  the  year  the  bacteriological  examination  of  Milk,  Water  and 
Ice-cream,  as  well  as  routine  specimens  of  faeces,  urine,  etc.,  obtained  by  Officers 
of  this  Department,  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Individual  specimens  from  hospital  and  General  Practitioners’  patients 
are  still  referred  to  the  local  Hospital  Laboratories,  from  which  information  of 
epidemiological  importance  is  passed  either  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  or 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  to  both. 

'JhC  chemical  ana,ysis  of  wateT  as  well  as  milk  and  foodstuffs,  taken  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  is  performed  by  the  Public  Analyst.  In  addition 
any  casual  analyses  are  also  referred  to  this  Officer. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Notification  of  Births — Public  Health  Act,  1936 

There  were  1,525  births  notified,  all  by  Midwives.  This  figure  included 
1,100  occurring  at  Birch  Hill  Maternity  Home  and  other  hospitals,  and  72 
occurring  in  Nursing  Homes,  which  have  been  classified  to  Rochdale. 

Health  Visitors 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  ten  Health  Visitors  and  two  full-time 
Clinic  Nurses.  Two  more  Clinic  Nurses  were  appointed  in  February,  one  ot 
whom  left  after  a  short  time  for  personal  reasons.  Another  Clinic  Nurse  was 
seconded  in  September  for  training  as  a  Health  Visitor,  having  previously  been 
released  to  do  her  Part  1  Midwifery  Training,  and  a  replacement  Clinic  Nurse 
was  appointed  at  once.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  three  full-time  Clime 
Nurses.  A  Student  Health  Visitor  returned  to  the  staff  in  July  as  a  trained 
Health  Visitor  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1 1  full-time  Health  Visitors. 

The  Health  Visitors  attended  14  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  each  week,  as  last 
year  Since  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  for  patients  to  be  confined  in  hospital  were 
transferred  in  October  to  the  new  Out-patient  Department  at  the  Infirmary,  two 
Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  attend  there  on  Wednesday  mornings,  thus 
maintaining  the  liaison  between  Hospital  and  Health  Department  Maternity 

Services. 

During  the  year  one  of  the  Clinic  Nurses  has  been  trained  to  perform  the 
haemoglobin  estimations  at  the  domiciliary  Ante-natal  Clinic,  thus  releasing  a 
Health  Visitor  for  an  extra  session  on  the  district. 

A  Health  Visitor  and  a  Medical  Officer  have  attended  the  ward  round  on 
the  Children’s  Pavilion  and  Maternity  Unit  at  Birch  Hill  Hospital  weekly.  A 
Health  Visitor  regularly,  and  a  Medical  Officer  when  possible,  have  attended  the 
weekly  Paediatric  Out-patient  Clinic  of  Dr.  Wolman,  Consultant  Paediatrician, 
at  Smith  Street. 

There  is  a  Clinic  each  month  for  premature  babies  born  at  home,  attended 
by  Dr  Wolman  and  staffed  by  Health  Visitors.  One  Health  Visitor  goes  to  the 
Relaxation  Classes  for  ante-nata.  patients,  held  weekly  at  Bai.he  Street  and 
fortnightly  at  Kirkholt  and  Spotland  Clinics.  The  Health  Visitors  attend  four 
Nursery  Schools  to  inspect  the  children  for  cleanliness  and  head  infestatio  . 
They  also  attend  with  the  Medical  Officer  for  regular  medical  inspections,  and 
take  part  in  discussions  about  attendances  and  the  well-being  of  the  children. 

During  1963  the  Health  Visitors  have  each  month  visited  the  defaulters 
from  the  Ante-natal  Clinic,  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  their  defection.  is 
has  continued  since  the  transfer  of  some  of  the  Clinics  to  the  Infirmary  and 
has  necessitated  many  extra  visits  for  the  Health  Visitors,  but  has  been  of  great 
benefit  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Ante-natal  Clinics.

‘At  Risk’  Register 

A  register  of  children  ‘at  risk'  was  established  and  kept  up-to-date  with 
effect  from  the  1st  January,  1963.  At  that  time  it  was  decided  to  include  all 
cases  already  considered  to  be  ‘at  risk’  up  to  five  years  of  age  and  from  then  on 
to  enter  all  children  considered  to  be  ‘at  risk’  as  they  became  known  to  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  the  Department.  Children  ‘at  risk’ 
can  be  grouped  under  five  headings:— 

1.  Those  with  unfavourable  family  history; 

2.  Those  with  adverse  environmental  circumstances  before  birth; 

3.  Those  with  adverse  environmental  circumstances  during  birth; 

4.  Those  with  adverse  environmental  circumstances  after  birth; 

5.  Those  showing  suspicious  symptoms  in  the  early  months  of  life. 

This  register  should  be  of  considerable  value  in  enabling  us  to  detect 
landicapped  children  at  as  early  an  age  as  possible  and,  subsequently,  to  make 
tmely  arrangements  for  necessary  treatment,  either  medical  or  educational, 
ilso  to  give  advice  and  support  to  parents. 

At  the  31st  December,  there  were  343  children  on  the  ‘at  risk’  register. 
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Child  Welfare  Centres 


Child  welfare  Clinics  have  been  held  as  last  year  at  the  various  centres 
throughout  the  town.  Attendance  figures  show  a  slight  increase  on  1962  total 
auendances  having  increased  from  23,511  to  24.492.  The  total  number  of 
examtations  mad^  by  the  Medical  Officers  has  fallen  slightly  from  10,157  in 

1962  to  10.046  in  1963.

Pupil  Midwives  have  continued  to  come  to  us  from  Birch  Hill  Hospital  for 
their  Part  II  training.  During  the  year  ten  pupils  have  been  trained  and  they 
have  all  been  successful  in  passing  the  final  examination 
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Ante-natal  Clinics 

Since  the  hospital  Ante-natal  Clinics  moved  to  the  Infirmary  in  November, 
only  one  Ante-natal  session  has  been  held  weekly  at  the  central  premises  in 
Raillie  Street.  This  has  been  held,  as  before,  on  Monday  afternoons.  Alter 
the  first  visit  to  the  Central  Clinic,  patients  living  in  the  Kirkholt  and  Spotland 
areas  have  continued  to  attend  Kirkholt  Clinic  on  Thursday  afternoons  and 
Spotland  Clinic  on  Friday  afternoons  for  their  re-visits. 

Patients  to  be  confined  at  home,  at  Birch  Hill  Hospital  or  at  Nurse  Miller's 
Private  Nursing  Home,  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  Ante-natal  Ration 
Exercise  classes.  These  classes  continue  to  be  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Cent 
Clinic  and  on  alternate  Monday  evenings  at  the  Kirkholt  and  Spotland  Climes^ 
During  the  year  137  sessions  for  relaxation  exercises  were  held  with  a  total  of 
1  062  attendances.  At  the  re-visit  a  Health  Visitor  attends  and  holds  group 
discussions.  She  also  shows  film  strips  on  different  subjects  connected  with  all 
aspects  of  child-birth.  These  classes  have  become  very  popular,  especially 
because  the  patients  have  time  to  talk  about  their  wornes. 

All  patients  attending  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  received  blood  tests  during 
pregnancy.  Of  those  patients  attending  the  donnethary  Ante-natal  Clinics 
£  were  found  to  have  a  haemoglobin  of  less  than  70%  thus  requiring  urgent 
treatment.  By  the  time  they  came  to  term  60  had  normal  haemoglobin,  24  h 
haemoglobin  between  60  and  70%,  and  one  patient  whose  hamogobm  had 
fallen  towards  the  end  of  pregnancy,  had  a  haemoglobin  of  57%  at  delivery. 

These  figures  again  serve  to  stress  the  importance  to  the  well-being  of  mother 
and  baby  of  visits  to  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  during  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
in  order  that  abnormalities  may  be  corrected  before  delivery. 


Unbooked  Cases

Emergency  Maternity  Unit 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  Rochdale  and  District  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee,  this  Unit,  based  at  Birch  Hill  Hospital,  is  available  on  call  at 
all  times  within  the  Hospital  Management  Committee’s  catchment  area  Ten 
calls  were  made  upon  the  service  to  Rochdale  patients  during  the  year  four  by 
Midwives  and  six  by  General  Practitioners. 


Maternity  Home 


The  number  of  Rochdale  women  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  at  Birch 
Hill  Hospital  for  confinement  was  1,045,  of  whom  seven  gave  birth  to  their 
babies  before  admission.  This  figure  represents  66.7  %  of  the  total  births  in  the 

.  Thie.number  of  bab,es  born  in  hospital  and  classified  to  Rochdale  was 
1,100  live  births  and  33  still-births. 


Medical  Assistance 

Midwives  practising  in  the  district  requested  the  services  of  a  medical 
practitioner  in  132  maternity  cases  and  in  30  cases  for  newly  born  children 
The  corresponding  figures  last  year  were  134  and  16  respectively.  The  Local 
Health  Authority  pays  the  medical  fees  only  where  the  General  Practitioner 
is  not  already  called  upon  to  give  these  services  under  the  terms  of  his  contract 
with  the  Local  Executive  Council.  During  the  year  five  cases  were  so  treated. 
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Maternity  Outfits  and  Packs 

Sterilised  accouchement  outfits  continue  to  be  supplied  free  of  charge  to 
expectant  mothers  when  having  their  confinement  at  home.  These  outfits,  of 
the  standard  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  are  available  at  the  Ante-natal 
Clinics  or  through  the  Domiciliary  Midwives.  During  the  year  405  outfits  have 

been  issued. 

These  outfits  are  of  inestimable  benefit  in  reducing  the  risk  of  infection  in 
home  confinements. 

The  supplying  of  maternity  packs  free  of  charge  to  hospital  confinement 
cases  discharged  during  the  early  days  of  the  puerperium  was  commenced  this 
year.  The  Domiciliary  Midwives  have  issued  44  such  packs. 


Puerperal  Pyrexia 

During  the  year  nine  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  reported  by  the 
Domiciliary  Midwives  only  one  of  which  was  notified  by  the  General  Practitioner. 
The  District  Nursing  Service  took  over  the  cases  immediately  and  all  made  a 
quick  and  satisfactory  recovery. 


Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  deaths  recorded  by  the  Registrar  General  in  1963  as  due  to 
maternal  causes.

National  propaganda  is  made  available  to  the  public  and  supplemented  by 
local  propaganda  of  the  usual  visual  type.  General  Practitioners  are  circularised 
from  time  to  time  with  any  fresh  information  or  about  altered  arrangements. 

We  continued  to  use  Triple  Antigen-Diphtheria/Whooping  Cough/ 
Tetanus,  in  the  Immunisation  Scheme.  The  scheme  now  in  operation  commences 
with  Triple  Vaccine  at  three  months  and  finishes  with  Smallpox  Vaccination. 

Further  reference  to  immunisation  and  vaccination  will  be  found  in  the 
sections  dealing  with  Child  Welfare,  with  Nursery  Schools  and  with  the  School 

Medical  Service. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 


During  the  year  942  children  under  five  received  a  course  of  immunisation.

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PREVENTION,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


Illness  Generally 

Equipment  for  the  nursing  of  cases  at  home  is  available  either  through  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  or  from  the  Central  Store. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  no  fewer  than  181  articles  were  loaned  from  the 
Central  Store.  These  included  not  only  the  routine  indoor  nursing  equipment, 
but  such  aids  as  wheel  chairs,  crutches  and  other  walking  aids. 


The  District  Nursing  Service  has  at  its  disposal  a  laundry  service  to  deal 
with  dirty  linen,  usually  from  a  household  where  there  is  an  incontinent  patient, 
where  bed  linen  is  in  short  supply  or  where  facilities  for  laundering  are  inadequate. 
The  calls  on  this  service  have  again  increased  during  1963  with  3,750  articles 
laundered  in  comparison  with  3.200  in  1962. 


Convalescent  Home  accommodation  is  provided  for  persons  who  are 
recommended  by  local  General  Practitioners.  Specialists  or  Hospital  Medical 
Officers  Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  admission  of  5 
cases  to  Convalescent  Homes,  usually  for  a  period  of  two  weeks,  hare  was 
provided  for  two  persons  going  to  Grey  Court,  Hest  Bank.

Lectures  were  given  to  various  organisations  by  members  of  different 
section  of  he  Department  during  .he  year.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  staff  throughout  the  year  has  consisted  of  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers. 
One  Officer  left  in  July  and  another  was  appointed  in  the  same  month.  The 
structure  since  then  has  been  one  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  whose  duties 
have  consisted  of  work  with  the  residue  of  young  patients  at  the  Child  Guidance 
Clime  plus  a  selected  case  load  of  patients  from  the  other  Officers’  sections, 

and  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  one  covering  the  north  of  the  town  and  the  other 
the  south. 

Work  with  all  categories  of  mentally  disordered  persons  is  undertaken, 
but  the  boundaries  of  case  work  have  been  widened  to  cover  the  need  for  the 
Department  to  deal  with  the  increasing  number  of  psychological  and  emotional 
problems  referred  by  various  agencies.  There  is  close  liaison  both  with 
the  Consultant  staff  and  the  psychiatric  nursing  staff  at  Birch  Hill  Hospital, 
and  the  local  General  Practitioners.  Officers  attend  the  two  Out-patient 
Clinics  at  Birch  Hill  and  at  least  one  Officer  attends  the  Psychiatric  After-care 
Club  there  on  Thursday  evenings.  The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  played  a  major 
role  in  initiating  this  Club  and  have  continued  in  its  support.

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WELFARE  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

No  great  changes  occurred  in  the  staffing  or  work,  of  the  Department  during 
the  year  under  review  except,  as  previously  mentioned  in  the  Report,  too 
over  the  office  of  Director  of  Welfare  Services  in  April. 

However,  a  great  deal  of  unspectacular  and  unpublicised  work  went  on 
throughout  the  year  for  the  benefit  of  the  aged  and  handicapped  residents  of  the 

Borough. 

Arising  from  instructions  given  to  me  by  the  Welfare  Services  Committee 
at  its  July  meeting,  I  drew  up  four  detailed  and  comprehensive  Reports  on  the 
future  services  to  be  provided  by  the  Welfare  Services  Department.  These  were 

1.  A  Luncheon  Club  for  aged  persons, 

2.  A  scheme  for  assisting  aged  persons  with  seaside  holidays, 

3  The  provision  of  services  to  aged  persons  in  their  own  homes  with  a 
view  to  expansion  of  the  Service  and  its  co-ordination  with  the 

Home  Help  Service; 

4  The  establishment  of  a  register  of  persons  willing  and  suitable  to  act 
as  Baby  Sitters.  The  responsibility  for  this  service  was  subsequen  y 
transferred  to  the  Health  Committee,  but  as  Chief  Officer  to  both 
Committees,  it  made  no  difference  so  far  as  the  Report  was  concerned. 

In  addition  to  these  four  Reports,  1  co-operated  with  other  Chief  *" 

reporting  on  a  scheme  for  decorating  old  people’s  houses  and  maintaining 

gardens. 

These  Reports  involved  myself  and  officers  of  the  Welfare  ai\^  Healtlj 
Departments  in  a  great  deal  of  research,  thought  and  discussion,  m  addition 
the  considerable  clerical  work  which  was  involved. 

Although  nothing  concrete  arose  from  them  during  1963  1  think  in  t^ 
future  it  will  be  found  that  they  have  laid  the  foundations  for  considerable 
extension  to  the  Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  Corporation  for  t  e  commum

Mean  temperatures  and  rainfall  were  below  average,  whilst  the  sunshine 
showed  a  slight  increase  on  the  two  previous  years. 


The  total  rainfall  was  37.94'  and  the  wettest  month  of  the  year  was 
November  with  5.87',  whilst  August  came  second  with  5.27'.  The  highes 
rainfall  in  any  one  day  was  recorded  on  the  25th  September,  1.56. 


February  was  the  driest  month  with  0.24'  of  rain  recorded  over  five  days. 


The  highest  temperature  of  79°  was  recorded  on  the  30th  July,  and  the  lowest 
temperature  of  10°  was  recorded  on  the  12th,  13th  and  24th  January. 

June  had  the  largest  amount  of  sunshine  with  179.7  hours  forthe  month 
whilst  December  had  the  lowest  with  24.6  hours  of  sunshine.  On  160  days 
in  the  year  less  than  one  hour’s  sunshine  was  recorded. 

Exceptionally  cold  weather  occurred  during  January  and  February,  during 
which  months  the  ground  was  bare  and  frozen  on  a  total  of  37  days  and  had  an 
ice  or  snow  covering  on  18  days. 


Fog  occurred  on  13  days,  December  having  six  days,  January  four,  November 
two  and  February  one,  where  visibility  was  less  than  235  yards.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA 


In  the  last  Annual  Report  a  comment  was  made  upon  the  serious  staffing 
situation  in  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Section.  Between  May  and  November 
1962,  four  Public  Health  Inspectors  left  the  Department  on  securing  posts  with 
other  Local  Authorities.  Despite  repeated  advertisements,  no  applications 
for  the  vacant  posts  were  received. 

The  seriousness  of  this  staff  shortage  was  aggravated  by  the  demands  ot 
new  legislation  and  by  the  need  to  increase  the  rate  of  slum  clearance  operations 
and  pail  closet  conversions.  The  Health  Committee  and  the  Establishment 
Committee  jointly  evolved  a  scheme  intended  to  attract  applicants  for  the 
vacant  posts.  This  involved  re-classifying  the  appointments  as  specialist  or 
semi-specialist  posts.  Re-advertising  followed  and  eventually  one  application 
was  received  and  the  applicant,  a  lady,  was  appointed  as  Food  Hygiene  and 
Shops  Inspector,  in  July,  1963.  In  October  a  newly  qualified  Inspector  applied 
and  was  appointed  to  a  position  as  District  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  in 
November  a  Siudent  Inspector  qualified  and  was  also  appointed  in  a  simi  ar 

capacity. 

It  was  not,  therefore,  until  the  end  of  the  year  that  anything  like  an  adequate 
staff  was  available  to  deal  with  work  which  had  been  accumulating  over  a  period 
of  18  months  or  so  and  inevitably  these  newly  recruited  officers  took  some  time 
to  become  accustomed  to  the  town  and  to  the  methods  of  the  Department. 


The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  the  staff  of  the  section  consisted 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Senior  District  Public  Health  Inspector 
Meat  and  Foods  Inspector,  Smoke  Inspector,  Housing  Inspector  (a  post  occupied 
by  a  promoted  District  Inspector  with  long  experience),  a  Food  Hygiene  and 
Shops  Inspector,  three  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  one  Trainee  Public 
Health  Inspector  who  was  approaching  the  end  of  his  training,  n  a  i  ion, 
there  had  been  recruited  an  office  junior  who  is  to  proceed  to  the  position  of 
Trainee  Public  Health  Inspector  when  he  has  gained  sufficient  experience  in  the 

office. 

There  are  two  temporary  Technical  Assistants  who  assist  with  the  survey 
and  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas.  Their  appointment  has  made  it 
possible  to  proceed  with  this  branch  of  the  work  and  their  services  have  been 

most  valuable  to  the  Department. 

Three  Rodent  Operatives  were  attached  to  the  Department  during  the  year 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  of  them  retired  having  reached  the  age  limit  Tor 
employment.  It  had  earlier  been  decided  not  to  fill  this  vacancy  and  it  was 
ho^d  that  this  section  of  the  work  could  be  carried  out  by  the  two  remaining 
operatives — at  the  time  of  writing  it  is  becoming  increasingly  evident  that  the 
staffing  of  this  particular  section  will  have  to  be  reviewed.

Clearance  Areas 

Late  in  the  year  the  Estates  Committee  decided  that  the  Council  should 
proceed  to  deal  with  housing  conditions  in  the  Smallbridge  area  and  as  a  result 
a  detailed  inspection  of  the  area  was  made  and  the  representations  in  respect 
of  the  area  were  accepted  by  the  Council.  For  convenience  the  area  was  made 
the  subject  of  5  Clearance  Orders  and  the  details  of  these  are  given  below: 

Smallbridge  Areas  Nos.  1,  2  &  3.  (Represented  to  the  Estates  Committee  on 
20th  November,  1963) 

These  areas  contain  152  properties  of  which  128  are  dwellinghouses,  9  are 
business  premises  or  shops  with  living  accommodation,  14  are  lock-up  shops 
and  there  is  one  vacant  warehouse. 

Of  these  152  properties,  1 12  are  coosidered  to  be  unfit  by  reason  ot  sanitary 
defects  and  by  reason  of  bad  arrangement,  10  are  included  by  reason  of  bad 
arrangement  only  and  30  are  included  as  being  necessary  for  the  proper  redevelop¬ 
ment  of  the  area.

Smallbridge  Areas  Nos.  4  &  5. 

The  inspections  in  respect  of  these  Areas  had  been  completed  by  the  31st 
December,  but  formal  representation  was  due  to  take  place  at  the  January 
1964  meeting  of  the  Estates  Committee.  anuary, 

These  areas  are  on  the  south  side  of  Halifax  Road  and  contain  59  properties 
of  which  56  are  dwellmghouses  and  3  are  business  premises.  The  business 
premises  have  been  included  because  the  sites  are  necessary  for  the  proper  re 
development  of  the  area.  Of  the  remaining  56  properties,  51  are  considered  to 
be  unfit  by  reason  of  sanitary  defects  and  bad  arrangement  and  5  propertiesare 
included  by  reason  of  bad  arragnement  only.  Of  the  51  unfit  houses  7  are 
rough  houses,  4  are  ‘not  through’  houses  and  40  are  back  to  back  houses.

The  Housing  Act,  1957  provides  means  of  securing  the  fitness  of  houses- 
let-in-lodeings'  according  to  the  number  of  families  accommodated.  It  also 
seeks  to  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  such  premises.  215  inspections  of  these 
houses  were  carried  out.  The  Housing  Act,  1961  which  came  into  operation 
in  1962  provides  much  improved  powers  to  control  this  type  of  premises,  bu 
for  the  time  being,  at  any  rate,  there  will  still  be  no  compulsory  reg, Stratton  of 
this  class  of  premises,  which  in  future  will  be  referred  to  as  Houses  tn  Multiple 

Occupation'.

There  were  56  cases  in  which  applicants  for  Corporation  houses  applied 
for  support  on  the  grounds  that  their  houses  were  detrimental  to  their  health.

Conversion  of  Pail  Closets 

In  the  later  part  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  secure  the  abolition  or 
the  conversion  to  the  fresh  water  carriage  system  of  all  pa.l  closets  remain, 
in  the  Borough.

There  is  now  only  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough,  this  is 
occupied  by  a  firm  of  wholesale  butchers. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  remaining  slaughterhouses  were  closed  at  the  end 
of  1962  and  in  the  report  for  that  year  it  was  mentioned  that  one  of  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  which  had  closed  might  become  the  subject  of  a  proposal  for  improvement 
and  re-opening;  no  such  proposal  was  submitted. 


On  1st  October,  1963  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  came  into 
operation.  These  Regulations  are  intended  to  ensure  that  all  home  killed  meat 
is  inspected  before  it  leaves  the  slaughterhouse.  With  this  object  the  Local 
Authority  now  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for  an  inspection  of  all  carcases  of  animals 
slaughtered  within  six  hours  of  receiving  notice  of  slaughter.  Every  carcase 
which  has  been  inspected  and  passed  must  now  be  marked  by  the  Inspector 
concerned.  Maximum  charges  for  meat  marking  were  prescribed  by  the 
Regulations  and  these  charges  were  adopted  by  the  Committee.  The  Regulations 
also  prescribe  the  method  of  examining  a  carcase  and  indicate  the  conditions 
which  shall  be  considered  as  rendering  a  carcase  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  operation  of  these  Regulations  has  involved  the  Meat  Inspectors  in 
working  regularly  on  Sundays  and  occasionally  on  Saturdays. 


The  Knacker  s  Yard  continued  to  operate  under  licence  during  the  year. 
88  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  the  premises. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 

During  the  year  202  samples  (2  formal  and  200  informal)  were  analysed 
or  otherwise  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst.  There  were  2  samples  of  milk 
and  200  other  samples.  These  200  samples  were  obtained  from  69  different 
foodstuffs  and  one  drug  or  medicine. 


Seven  samples  were  reported  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  failing  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.

This  Act  deals  with  the  registration  of  premises  used  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
or  for  the  preparation  of  cooked  meats  and  fish.  Reference  has  been  made 
in  a  previous  paragraph  to  premises  which  prepare  or  sell  ice  cream.  The 
number  of  premises  registered  for  the  cooking  of  meat  or  fish  is  as  follows:- 

Fish  Friers . 

Meat  Preparing  Premises. . 

Cafes,  Restaurants,  Canteens,  Kitchens  etc . 

Visits  of  inspection  made  to  these  premises  during  the  year  totalled  366. 

Licensed  Clubs 

During  the  year  27  club  premises  were  referred  to  the  Department  by  the 
Town  Clerk  for  comment  upon  the  adequacy  and  suitability  of  the  sanitary 
accommodation  and  upon  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  These  were  clubs  which  in  1962  were  entitled  only  to  a  12  months 

licence. 

Of  the  clubs  22  were  quite  suitable  and  no  comment  was  made  upon  the 
proposals  although  in  some  cases  recommendations  about  minor  matters  were 
made  to  the  club  authorities.  In  three  cases  works  were  recommended  to  the 
club  authorities  and  as  these  were  in  hand  at  the  time  of  the  hearing,  no  objection 
was  raised.  Of  the  two  remaining  clubs,  one  was  in  a  clearance  area  and  was 
awaiting  the  erection  of  new  premises.  Accordingly  no  objection  was  raised  to 
these  premises.  The  other  was  a  club  in  respect  of  which  extensive  alterations 
and  improvements  had  been  promised  to  the  Magistrates  during  1  . 

work  had  not  been  commenced  and  the  Magistrates  deferred  the  hearing  of 
the  application  until  the  club  authorities  could  produce  some  definite  promise 
of  completion.  At  the  adjourned  hearing  the  Magistrates  granted  a  licence 
subject  to  the  necessary  works  being  completed  by  May  1964. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

The  staff  engaged  on  this  work  consists  of  three  men  with  assistance  provided 
by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department  when  the  destruction  of  rats  in  sewers 
is  prieeding  One  of  the  roden,  operatives  had  leave  of  absence  for  three 
months  of  the  year  and  this,  together  with  the  incidence  of  staff  illness,  agai 
reduced  the  time  available  for  the  survey  of  premises  to  discover  vermin 

infestation. 

1  710  dwellinghouses  and  1,085  business  and  other  premises  were  inspected 
for  the  presence  of  rats  and  mice.  Evidence  of  rat  infestation  was  found  a 
488  premises  (399  dwellinghouses  and  89  business  or  other  premises)  but  the 
extent  of  infestation  was,  in  most  cases,  slight.  Mouse  infestation  was  discover 
at  449  premises  (349  dwellinghouses  and  100  business  or  other  premises)  and 
these  cases  also  the  degree  of  infestation  was  slight. 
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942  premises  (748  dwellinghouses  and  192  business  or  other  premises)  were 
treated  to  destroy  vermin  and  these  required  965  treatments. 

The  main  sewers  were  treated  during  the  year.  In  the  course  of  the 
treatment  2,512  manholes  were  baited,  and  644  of  these  showed  evidence  of 
rat  infestation.  Each  of  the  manholes  showing  this  evidence  was  treated  by  the 
placing  of  poison  baits  and  further  visits  were  made  to  these  manholes  to  check 
the  amount  of  poison  taken.  It  was  found  that  poison  had  been  taken  at  428 
of  the  644  manholes. 


Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951 

This  Act  provides  for  the  registration  of  premises  where  filling  of  certain 
types  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  and  other 
upholstered  articles,  also  for  the  licensing  of  premises  where  rag  flock  is  manu¬ 
factured  or  stored.  Regulations  made  under  the  Act  apply  standards  by  which 
the  cleanliness  of  certain  filling  materials  can  be  assessed. 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 


Rochdale  Corporation  Act  1948— Establishments  for  Massage  and  Special 

Treatment 

Part  VIII  of  this  Act  provides  that  any  person  carrying  on  an  establishment 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  without  a  licence  or  exemption  becomes  liable  to 

legal  proceedings.  During  1962  two  exemptions  were  extended  and  16  licences 

renewed. 

During  the  year  the  Inspectors  paid  19  visits  of  inspection  to  premises  as 
officers  duly  authorised  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 


Pet  Animals  Act  1961 

This  Act  regulates  the  sale  of  pet  animals  by  providing  that  pet  shops  shall 
be  licensed  and  inspected  by  the  Local  Authority.  Seven  premises  were 
registered  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 


Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order  1957 

This  statutory  instrument  prohibits  the  feeding  of  unboiled  waste  foods 
to  certain  animals  or  to  poultry  and  it  further  provides  that  waste  foods  for 
those  purposes  shall  be  boiled  only  in  a  plant  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

premises  are  licensed  by  the  Watch  Committee  and  no  new  licences  were 
granted  during  the  year.  The  number  was  reduced  by  1 2  during  the  year  because 
certain  plants  became  obsolete, 
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Shops  Act  1950 

181  inspections  of  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 

One  notice  was  served  requiring  the  provision  of  adequate  heating  facilities 
and  this  was  complied  with.

The  general  work  of  the  Cleansing  Station  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sentor  District  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  Station  is  open  from  Monday 
morning  until  Friday  evening.  Treatment  is  available  outside  normal  working 

hours.

in  the  senes  and  the  first  produced  by  myself. 


...  S3V  !W°  neW  Chief  0fficers  instaIled  in  both  Departments  concerned 

Tu  S,C^  Dr' InneS  retired  as  Medical  °fficer  of  Health  and  Principal 

School  Medical  Officer  on  the  10th  April  and  I  succeeded  him  on  the  22nd  April 

Mr  Fordham  took  over  the  appointment  of  Chief  Education  Officer  from  Mr 
Robinson  on  the  1st  October. 


I  should  like  to  pay  tribute  here  to  all  Dr.  Innes  did  for  the  health  of  the 
people  of  Rochdale,  especially  the  children,  during  his  thirty  years  in  office. 

The  staffing  of  the  nursing  section  presented  difficulties  throughout  the  year 
especially  in  respect  of  Health  Visitors,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  recruitment 
and  from  prolonged  absences  due  to  illness. 


After  getting  off  to  a  good  start,  it  was  most  unfortunate  that  the  Child 
uidance  Clinic  had  to  close  down  in  September,  because  of  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Gage,  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  in  charge.  Subsequently,  supportive  help 
was  g,ven  to  a  number  of  children  and  their  families  by  the  Senior  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  of  the  Health  Department,  who  was  also  a  Psychiatric  Social 

orker.  Dr.  J.  F.  Dunn  was  appointed  to  the  vacant  Consultant  post  in 
December,  to  take  up  duty  in  April,  1964. 

Progress  in  the  environmental  aspects  of  education  continued  throughout  the 
year  both  through  the  opening  of  new  schools  and  the  structural  improvement 
of  older  establishments. 


Increasing  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  need  for  early  ascertainment  of  both 
physical  and  mental  handicaps,  because,  as  a  general  rule,  the  earlier  treatment, 
either  medical  or  educational,  can  be  instituted,  the  better  is  the  chance  of 
improvement  or  cure.  In  this  connection,  the  freely  given  co-operation  and 
help  of  teachers  is  invaluable,  for  they  are  in  a  unique  position  to  detect  early 
deviations  from  normal  involving  either  the  body  or  the  mind  of  the  child. 


The  new  provision  of  remedial  education  for  children  with  specific  reading 
difficulties  has  had  a  very  successful  first  year  and  fills,  I  am  sure,  a  long  felt 
need  for  such  a  service. 
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I  am  also  glad  to  see  that  facilities  for  games  and  physical  education  are 
being  expanded  and  developed  to  keep  pace  with  the  more  academic  facets 

education. 

On  behalf  of  the  Department,  I  should  like  to  thank  our  colleagues  in  the 
Hospital  and  General  Practitioner  Services  for  their  willingly  gtven  advtce,  help 
and  co-operation. 

1  wish  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  of  the  good  work  carried  out 
by  tie  medical,  dental,  nurstng  and  clerical  staffs  throughout  the  ye  .  and 
for  their  loyalty  to  me  and  to  the  Service,  with  a  special  word  of  thanks 
Dr.  Cauchi  who  shares  so  much  of  the  administrative  burden  and  plays  so  large 
a  part  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

*  ^fSpite  ,the  ,staffing  diff»culties  experienced  during  the  year,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  total  volume  of  work  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses  was  consider¬ 
ably  greater  than  in  1962. 

Miss  Jones,  Speech  Therapist,  resigned  at  the  end  of  August  on  leaving 
he  district  after  her  marriage.  Her  services  were  greatly  missed.  Up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  no  candidates  for  the  post. 

The  post  of  Orthoptist  remained  vacant  and  no  applications  were  received 
in  spite  of  repeated  advertisements. 


School  Buildings  (Report  by  Chief  Education  Officer). 

During  the  year  the  new  All  Saints’  Church  of  England  Primary  School  at 
f  oxholes  was  brought  into  use  and  the  old  buildings  at  All  Saints’,  Redcross 
Street  and  Healey  were  closed.  The  Holy  Family  Roman  Catholic  Primary 
c  oo  at  Kn-kholt  was  also  opened  in  September  and  the  old  St.  John’s  Roman 
Catholic  Infant  School  was  demolished. 

Additional  laboratories  were  brought  into  use  at  the  Boys’  Grammar  School

At  Brimrod  and  Howard  Street  Nursery  Schools  better  staff  facilities  were 
provided  and  improvements  were  carried  out  to  allow  for  additional  storage

In  October,  work  was  commenced  on  Stage  2  of  the  Rochdale  College 
which  wdl  p^vide  workshop  and  laboratory  accommodation  for  the  engineering 
offices  8  epartmentS)  t0gether  with  additional  classrooms  and  drawing 

Additional  classrooms  were  provided  for  Lowerplace  Infant  School  and 
existing  classrooms  increased  in  size.  Other  improvements  were  carried  out  to 
e  s  aff  accommodation.  During  the  year  the  major  part  of  the  work  in 

converting  the  old  Lowerplace  Secondary  School  into  a  Junior  School  was 
completed. 

During  1964  the  Brimrod  Secondary  School  will  be  converted  into  a  Junior 
^chool,  providing  accommodation  for  320  boys  and  girls.  During  1963  a  new 
itchen  was  provided  in  the  building  as  the  first  stage  of  the  alterations. 

at  yCar  W°rk  Progressed  steadily  on  the  new  secondary  schools 

Matthew  Moss  and  St.  Wilfrid’s.  It  is  expected  that  the  Matthew  Moss 
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Secondary  School  will  be  available  for  use  in  September.  1964 1  and  the  St. 
Wilfrid’s  Roman  Catholic  Secondary  School  at  the  beginning  of  1965. 

Minor  improvements  were  carried  out  to  approximately  ten  schools  during 
the  year,  including  the  provision  of  better  storage  accommodation  and  display 

facilities. 

The  solid  fuel  installations  at  High  Birch,  Newbold  Infant  Derby  Street 
Primary  and  Brimrod  Secondary  Schools  were  converted  to  oil-fired  systems. 
This  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  improvement  in  heating  facilities  at  all  these 

premises. 

School  Buildings — ( Inspection  Reports  by  School  Medical  Officers). 

The  School  Medical  Officers’  reports  on  buildings  were  on  the  whole  quite 
favourable  and  criticisms  usually  concerned  relatively  minor  matters. 

Needless  to  say,  of  the  schools  inspected  during  the  severe  Winter,  some 
of  the  older  ones  were  found  with  frozen  pipes  and  frozen  toilets. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  a  washbasin  has  been  installed  in  the  Medical

In  spite  of  the  staff  shortages,  all  schools  were  inspected  in  1963. 

There  is  very  little  difference  from  previous  years  in  the  findings  at  periodical 
routine  medical  inspections.  The  general  standard  of  physical  cond.tion 
remains  good:  only  9  of  3,486  pupils  inspected  were  reported  as  physical 

condition  unsatisfactory”. 

The  first  three  places  in  defects  requiring  observation  or  treatment  are  once 
again  taken  by  vision,  nose  and  throat,  and  orthopaedic  conditions.  Fourth 
pface  went  to  heart  defects  with  169  requiring  observation,  but  only  eight 
requiring  treatment.  Practically  all  the  heart  conditions  under  observa^"  are 
eventually  found  to  be  of  a  functional  nature,  or  they  are  minor  congenital  defects 
not  requiring  treatment  and  not  in  any  way  incapacitating.
